Says Dean Ellis 


The University of Arkansas is 
interested in problems of Arkansas 
Negroes and is taking 
"concrete 
steps" toward helping to 
solve 
them, Dean Lippert Ellis of the 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture told visitors at the an- 
nual Study Day for Negro farmers 
at the U of A fruit and truck branch 
farm station here Saturday. 
About 500 persons from South 


Arkansas attended. 
Dean Ellis mentioned the sum- 
mer graduate school for Negroes at 
Arkansas AM and N College, Pine 
Bluff, and said Extension Service 
personnel working with Negroes is 
being increased in the state. Addi- 
tional federal funds, recently re- 
ceived, have made it possible to add 
new assistant 
farm 
and 
home 
agents in some counties, he added. 
The morning program included a 


tour of the station and a discussion 
of results of work there. H. C. Ray, 
district agent for Southwest Arkan- 
sas, Negroes, had charge of the aft- 
ernoon 
program, which included 
community singing and talks. Dau- 
phine Albritton, Arkansas AM and 
N teacher, spoke on "Creating Bet- 
ter Homes for More Responsible 
Citizenship." T. R. Betton, Negro 
district agent for Eastern Arkan- 
sas, discussed "Religion and Agri- 
culture."

Ten or twelve million people are 
believed to suffer from ragweed 
hay fever. Their "season" usually 
begins about August 15 when rag- 
weed pollen appears in the air in 
quantity. . 
; ' . . , . 


The nosq alternates between 
a 
stage of running mucus av.,X being 
completely stuffed up. The' eyes 
water, itch and .sometimes arc so 
swollen that they can be hardly 
opened 
in the morning. Sneezing 


comes in fits of twenty or thirty 
at a time, leaving the victim slight- 
ly relieved but exhausted. 
All 


together, 
the person 
who has 
severe ragweed hay fever is com- 
pletely miserable for three or four 
weeks and has some trouble for 
one or two weeks at cither end. 


Frost Stops It 
When the frost has destroyed 


(he pollen there is no further trou- 
ble unless a little dust which con- 
tains the pollen is stirred up. This 
does not mean that hay fever has 
no complications. There is a ten- 
dency for those who have had hay 
fever for several years to develop 
asthma, which is a still more dis- 
tressing conditions than hay fever 
itself. 


Probably tho best treatment for 


ragweed fever is to try to be de- 
sensitized, that is, 
to have 
the 


sensilivncss 
to the pollen 
de- 


creased by injections or "shots" of 
pollen extracts. 
These are best 


given cither all the year round or 
for several months before the sea- 
son starts. 


Many hay fever victims are par- 


tially and temporarily relieved by 
air conditioning. Others plan their 
vacations during the hay fever sea- 
son and 
go to places where the 


pollen is cither 
absent 
or very 


slight. 
Now. too, 
some drugs 


which can be taken by mouth are 
useful for 
bringing 
temporary 
relief.

Communism, the Strained 
Russian Version, Is Likely 
to Blow Up in Their Face

Can communism endure — that 
is, 
the 
Russian brand 
of Bol- 


shevism which has small relation 
to the ism as originally conceived 
gencratons ago or to socialism as" 
practiced by numerous nations of 
western Europe? 


This column previously has ex- 
pressed the view that communism 
is likely to blow up in due course 
I believe this because the ism is 
an evil thing which deprives man 
of his bill of rights and rules by 
terrorism. Nothing so bad can en- 
dure indefinitely. Now I want to 
expand on that idea a bit by giving 
you some facts. 


For some years before the war 


a large percentage of the people of 
western Russia — especially farm- 
ers and other property owners -- 
were mentally hostile to the Bol- 
shevist government. Their attitude 
was largely one of unspoken re- 
sentment, for they soon 
learned 


that he who voiced 
disapproval 


would meet fierce punishment at 
the hands of the secret police. All 
this is easily understandable when 
one recalls that the Slavs are lib- 
erty loving and often have battled 
for their freedom. 


Came the world war, and when 
Hitler's forces 
invaded 
Russian 
territory they found many people 
not hostile but welcoming them as 
deliverers. A lot of folk actually 
offered their services to the Ger- 
mans to expedite the defeat of ihe 
Communist overlords. This 
was 


true wherever the Germans 
set 


foot on Russian ruled soil. 


Had the Nazi fuehrer taken ad- 


vantage of this situation, there is 
no telling how far he might have

Well, we know what happened to 
Hitler and Hitlerism. They 
were 
too evil to exist for long, though 
they might have carried on much 
further had the Fuehrer not made 
a bad mistake in judgment. 


With the eviction of the Ger- 


mans, the western areas of 
the 


Soviet Union resumed their place 
in the Communist 
police 
state. 


But while they now had a bitter 
hatred for 
the 
Germans, 
they 


didn't like Red police rule 
any 
more than they did before 
the 


war. They accepted 
it 
because 
they had to. 


Then came the Muscovite con- 
quests in eastern Europe. Country 
after country was taken over by 
strong-arm methods 
and 
"com- 


munized." 
That 
is, 
Communist 


dominated 
governments 
were 
established, but the people by and 
large weren't communized. Many 
of them paid with their lives or 
liberty for their opposition to com- 
munism. Others fled to free lands 
where they live in exile. 


So we see in Soviet 
dominated 


territories of eastern 
Europe 
a 
great mass of people who hate the 
servitude of communism but thus 
far have found no way to escape 
it. However, close observers 
be- 


lieve that one of these days the 
Red lid is going to be blown off 
somewhere. That very well could 
precipitate 
a 
general 
upheaval 
among those who are longing for 
escape from police rule.
